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IMfguel Angel Guezales, Third Secretary and fornor Cultural 
Attache to the Argentine Lmbassy in Santiago, stated that he 
has information from Duenos Aires that Argentine vrosident 
Poron is now encountering creat political opposition and will 
probably be unable to retain himself in powor rach longer. 
According to Guezales, the following three groups are opposing 
Peron at present: the Argentine Army General Ctaff, the 
catholic Church of Argentina, and a large Group of nolitical 
exiles or refugeos operating, from liontevideo led by iticuel 
Livranda. : 


Guozoales stated ho was not certain whether arrentine Ambassador 
Julio argentino Lopez Muniz would return to Santiaso from 
buonos Alres. Guozales is anxiously awaiting the return of 
iiestor Lima Quintana, the Cultural attache to the argentine 
lmbassy, who went to Buenos sires to report on tho activities 
of jtbassador Lopez Imnigz in Cantlago. 
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
